"Rip Van Winkle Nlowness in Kn^'lan(i and France lias COBt 
them iiiucli money and many valuable liven. We in Amcrios aliould 
profit by their mistakea. If we Imvon't n constitution in this coun 
try that will permit us to do iliintrs needed wilii liglitning-like rapid- 
ity, then let us have one, and hiive it (|uieUly. 

"Wo are living in tlie fastest age ol' tlie world's history. We 
are living in times when we have enemies by land and sea, in the 
air and beneath the water. AVe sPe our trade and eoniineree sent out 
to the most remote corners ol' tlie earth, and our lile interwoven witii 
, that of all nations. We have 100,000,000 people in America today, 
where til ere were only a few hundred thousand when our constitn- 
tion was written. 

"Too many people in congress, too much talk jtoiiig on, too inanv 
incompetent men talking, and too slow action, are doing tliis eounii v 
great harm, ixediiee congress to one-fourth its present si/.c and reduce 
the talking to one-iifth its present length, and let things be done in 
keejMng with the progress of the age." 

There's a fjood deal of sense in tlii-^ intentionally exajjijerateti 
criticism. We have had laiiientalile deinonsi rat ions lately of the in- 
ability of a ponderous, talkative congress to get things done prompt 
ly in a ureal crisis, A smaller liody would natnrnlly iu- made ol 
bigger men. It would have stronger leader.s, and would lie more 
amendable to leadership. It could not talk so much, on so iiiati.\ 
subjects, to so lillle purpose. 

But what's the use of our talkiiiij about il'. Congress itself is 
sole arbiter of its actions and sole ,jud$;e of its size. Whan it 'lad an 
excellent opportiniity, aflei' tlie lasi eeiisiis, lo adopt better iih iiiIm i- 
sliii) rules, il delilier.ilely added se\('ral do/en eoiifiressineii iiisleiid ot 
cutting down the iiuinber. After the ne.\t census il can proliably 
be depended on to keep up the old ratio of congressmen to population, 
eiBoient body for the transaction of the nation's business.

Washington, May 27— Criminal pro- 
secution awaits persons who attempt 
to prevent registration under the war 
army bill by propaganda or otherwise. 
Attorney General Gregory announced 
tonight that his attention had been 
called to the circulation of propa- 
ganda dealgned to discourage regla- 
tration and that the government would 
deal vigorously with such cases. 

"Sucli action is a plain violation of 
the law," said Mr. Gregory, "and the 
department of justice la prepared to 
prosecute promptly any peraona guil- 
ty of such conduct. The officers and 
agents of the department throughout 
the country have been instructed to 
watch carefully for Infractiona ot thia 
law. 

"In addition to the penalty pro- 
vlaion contained in the act which 
makes evasion a criminal offense, sec- 
tion six of the federal penal eode, 
makes it a rriniinal offense punish- 
able with not more than six years im- 
prisonment for any two or more per- 
aona to oonapire together to hinder, 
prevent or del^y the execution of any 
law of the United SUtes."

ATTEMPT TO JAIL NEUBO 

New York, May 26— A negro was 
shot and killed by a policeman in a 
race riot near Sixty-second street and 
Amsterdam avenue toni^lu. Another 
was found with a fractured skull in a 
lioorway. 

The shooting followed a call for po- 
lice reserves after trouble broke out 
between negro and white residents of 
the neighborhood. A number ot per- 
sons Wry,- more or less seriounly in- 
jured and many arrests were made. 

Two policemen wore alaahed on 
their hands with knives or raabrs 
wielded by negroes. 

The cliisli occurred when a uni- 
formed iiiciiiber of the Home Defense 
Uague attempted to arrest one of the 
negroes. A crowd quickly collected 
and a free-for-all fight atarted. 
Khaki-clad men, membera of the var- 
ious home defense units of New York, 
today patrolled the city streets and 
water fronts in tlie place ot si'veral 
hundred of the regular police. The 
purpose was to give them a practical 
idea of the work they would have to 
perform If called upon in case of 
emergency. 

"IBIHr.MAX BARBARITIES" 

.New York. .May 27— .More than 1.- 
iKUl.uoo Armenians have loBt their lives 
bince the beginning of the war as a 
result of the "inhuman barbarities" 
practiced by the Turks, Henry Mor- 
gentbau, former Ambassador to Tur- 
key, declared in an address liere to- 
day. 

"Among the methods of extermina- 
tion employed," Mr. Morgenthau said, 
"were confiscation of property, forced 
exorbitant contributions and taxes, 
pillaging of homes under the guise of 
searching for arms, Inaling tlieir vic- 
tims to death and torturing them be- 
yond imagination, forced conversion 
to Mohammendaniam, deportation and 
maaaaores, partial and wholeaale: wo- 
men and children and old people not 
being spared. 

"The reasons for the persecutions 
were fourfold: I'olltical, economic, 
social and religious. Politically the 
Turka were unable to aaalmlhtte the 
Armeniana. Tliey reaented bltteriy the 
fact that the Armenians looked to 
(.'hrlstlan nations for help."
